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Former CIA case officer John R. Stockwell analyzes the CIA in relationship to George Bush and 
world affairs. Bush's history with the CIA is presented, and his attitudes toward handling affairs of 
state with covert actions abroad and 

curtailing dissent at home are assessed. John then reviews the CIA covert 

actions which are in progress around the world. He also evaluates the 

devastating effects which the CIA sponsored war in Afghanistan had on that 

country and its people, leaving the country in such a state of political 

turmoil and destruction that it is doomed to many years of further bloodshed.

and the CIA and only thirteen percent for defense of the United States only thirteen percent well how are 
your tax dollars spent for every dollar you pay in income taxes 52 cents will go for the military and that 
includes of course a lot of CIA spending only two cents we'll go for housing but who needs housing two cents 
will also go for education but who needs education two percent will go for food and for nutrition who needs 
that what about the human impact well housing right now two to three million people are homeless and 
almost all of them are families rents of skyrocketed and homeownership is almost a dream now whereas it 
used to be normal what about our education well we know about that it's in a shambles weapons are 
commonplace in school as our drugs if serious teacher shortage and the assistance by the federal 


government has severely been diminished health care the AIDS epidemic spreads with no cure in sight the 
US has slipped a 19th an infant mortality rate and is the only industrialized country in the world without a 
national health program and of course the effect has been devastating on the children with so many millions 
of 
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on the children with so many millions of them living in a state of poverty without any health benefits even 
basic immunizations there are severe environmental problems but meanwhile the government cuts the 
Environmental Protection Agency and relaxes and by mental regulations and most of the money still goes to
